THE WHITE OAPS. 


Thsy Are Found Guilty of Simple 
Assault. 

The elaborate superstructure which 
the defense attempted to build in the 
case of the seven men from San Pedro, 
charged with tarring and feathering 
Gus Bremen last April, fell to the 
ground yesterday when shaken by the 
jury.

TIE AND TRACK. 


THE UTAH FOLKS MUST FISH 
OR CUT BAIT, 


Because Somebody Else Wants 
Their Franchise if They Don't 
Propose to Use It—Lively Freight 

Business on the Santa Fe. 


There is a move on foot on the part 
of several railroad men, who are now 
in this city, to get control of the fran- 
chise that was granted Messrs. Marble, 
Scott et al., by the City Council several 
months ago for a right of way into this 
city. It will be remembered that the 
city granted to these gentlemen about 
$250,000 worth of land along the river 
between Los Angeles proper and East 
Los Angeles, under the condition that 
they were to construct a line of road 
between this city and Salt Lake City, 
Utah. Marble, Scott & Co. agreed to 
do a certain amount of work as soon 
as possible after the right of way was 
granted, but up to date they have done 
nothing. and the people who 
were instrumental in bringing 
about the trade are very anxious 
to see the franchise taken away from 
them and turned over to a new com- 
pany. It is said by the knowing ones 
that the Southern Pacific Company, or 
C. P. Huntington, is at the back of 
this last move, and that the railroad 
men who are now here are the agents 
of Mr. Huntington. If this be true, 
there is no doubt but that the Los An- 

eles, Utah and Salt Lake road will be 
built very soon, in case they can get 
the right of way into thecity. There 
has been some talk about bringing the 
matter before the Council and having 
the franchise revoked. A real-estate 
man who is interested in the matter to 
a considerable extent, and knows more 
than he will tell abeut the last project- 
ors of the road, said to a TIMES man 
yesterday: 

J am satisfied that a change must 
take place before anything is done 
towards building this road. The city 
has given the Marble crowd almost a 
year and they have done nothing. The 
men who are now after it mean busi- 
ness, and if the city will revoke the 
Marble franchise and give it to these 
men the road will be built in a very 
short time. I know that they have

arble & Co. a fancy price for the

MRS. CLARA LIGHTFOOT AD 
JUDGED INSANE, 


Hint of a Romance with a Very Bit: 
ter Ending—Sister Superior of a 
Convent for Six Years—Eccen- 
tricities Before the Commission 
of Lunacy. 


Pick up my flowers,” cried a little 
woman, excitedly, in Department Ne. 
5 of the Superior Court yesterday, 
while she wildly flung her hat off and 
kept a tight grasp on a small basket 
full of grasses and yellow flowers. 

Do you hear?“ she said, stamping 
her foot at Deputy Sheriff ray. 
No,“ she continued, changing her 
mind suddeniy, I'll put my basket 
here,“ and with a thump she knocked 
a silk hat from Clerk Knapp’s desk, 
and smashed the basket down on the 
top of the desk.

Treatment of Passengers on the 
Southern Pacific of Arizona. 
Los ANGELES, July 29.—[To the 

Editor of THe TMMEs.] I would like a 

few lines of your space to protest 

against the disgraceful manner in 
which passengers on the Southern Pa- 
cific line, through Arizona, are treated. 

If my experience has not been excep- 

tional, which, I have no reason to 

suppose, I wonder that nobody has yet 
made complaint on the subject. 

Early this month, I, with two friends, 
bought three first-class tickets for 
Tucson. At Colton we stopped over 
for a week or 80. 
we found there was no ordinary first- 
class car on the train—only a Pullman 
sleeper and an emigrant car. The 
emigrant car was divided in the center, 


igrant berths behind. Leaving Colton 
in the evening, we took sleeping berths 
in the Pullman, at $3 a berth, being 
compelled to do this or ride in the emi- 
grant car. 

On tbe return trip, a couple of days 
ago, we found that the ordinary first- 
class car is dropped at Maricopa, Ariz., 
and from Maricopa to Colton, where 
the ride is in the daytime, there is no 
ordinary first-class car, and first-class 
passengers are obliged to ride in the 
emigrant car, being prohibited from 
entering the Pullman car. Leaving 
Tucson at 1 a. m., and arriving at Los 
Angeles at 9: 31 p.m., it is practically 
an all-day ride, where one has little 
use for a sleepin; car. 

Again; from Tucson to Yuma is 
nearly 300 miles. Breakfast is served 
at Yuma atlla.m. From the previous 
evening until that time, there is noth- 
ing to eat all the wa 
the Pullman car supp ies meals in that 
car at the moderate rate of $1.25 fora 
mere apology for a breakfast, and I 
was obliged to pay 25 cents extra for 
the privilege of sitting in a Pullman 
car to eat it. 

The emigrant car was filthy in the 
extreme en, women and children 
had to use the game retreat, and await 
one another’s convenience. All classes 
were mixed together. Chinamen, emi- 
grants, Mexicans, laborers and people 
smoking tobacco. The air was foul, 
unwholesome and dis There 
were no conveniences for washing, and 
only one place for drinking water, 
which was in an abominable condition, 
as women and children were con- 
tinually running thereto take water 
for washing and drinking purposes, 
spilling it all over the floor. Besides 
this, the .water ran short between 
stations.

THE WINE-GROWERS, 


Further Views as to the Needs of 
Their Industry. 

San Francisco, July [By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Examiner has received 
a number of additional replies from winé- 
growers who have given much thought to 
the causes and remedies for the depression 
of the wine industry. Of the answers re- 
ceived, 69 give the acreage of vineyard or 
production of wine, or both. The persons 
answering represent 14,858 acres of vines 


and a gross annual production of een 


6,000,000 gallons of wine. 


On the causes of depression the growers 
are for the most part agreed that they are: 
Too much of the poorer qualities ot wine is 
put oh the market, adulteration and 

‘stretching’ of genuine wines by San 
Francisco and eastern dealers, and the 
manufacture outright of spurious wines. 
The remedies for the most part include the 
following: Distill poor wines into 
brandy, graft poorer classes of yines to bet- 
ter varieties, prevent adulteration and the 
manufacture of spurious wines by a Fed- 

pure wine law, coéperation in interest 
of the eastern dealers and consumers in 
the pure and cheap California wines. 

There seems to be good doubt among the 
growers as tothe practicability of the plan 
of codperative district depots for labeling 
and marketing wines. The proposition to 
form codperative brandy distilleries in each 


district for turning poorer wines into 


brandy, meets with a heartier and more fa- 
Vorable response.
